Marche  is  a  money  broker,  about  whose 
situation  it  is  very  difficult  to  form  an  accurate  opinion,  but.. .he 
is...very  far  from  being  able  to  pay  $6000,  and  probably  has  not 
tangible  property  to  a  third  of  that  amount. ..I  do  not  think  it  by 
any  means  clear  that  an  action  could  be  supported  by  you.  The 
act  of  limitation  cannot  affect  you,  because  you  live  out  of  the 
state...But  on  a  view  of  the  whole  case  I  cannot  advise  you  an 
action...”

Most  of  the  letters  are 
long,  intimate  and  expresses  Major  Biddle’s  longing  to  be  with 
his  wife  as  well  as  his  frustrations  over  the  course  of  the  war.  “I 
was  also  at  General  Burnside’s  Head  Quarters  -  I  there  saw 
Bob  Potter  who  was  a  College  Mate  of  mine,  he  is  now  a  Brig. 
Genl.  and  commands  a  Divn.  under  Bumside...I  received  last 
evening  your  letter.. .It  is  a  great  comfort  to  me  always  having 
such  a  good  news  from  home  -  I  trust  before  very  long  thus 
rebellion  will  be  ended,  and  peace  and  happiness  be  once  more 
restored  to  our  Country.  You  are  my  all,  and  I  long  for  the 
time  when  I  can  have  you  by  my  side  never  to  be  parted 
again...”  Taken  from  his  July  29,  1864  letter,  it  sets  the  tone  of 
the  rest  of  the  letters.  Details  about  his  activities,  troop 
movements,  and  names  of  several  important  Civil  War 
Generals,  like  Meade  and  Hunt,  are  also  mentioned.  Three 
letters  come  with  its  original  holograph  addressed  envelope, 
stamped  and  postmarked.  Included  in  this  group  is  Major 
Biddle’s  appointment  letter  as  Commandant  of  the  Potomac 
Army  Headquarters,  under  Special  Order  #24,  signed  by 
Assistant  Adjutant  General  S.  Williams,  January  27,  1864.  Two 
letters  in  this  group  are  letters  from  his  wife’s  sister.  All  in  fine 
condition.

The  object  Mr.  Healy  has  is  such 
however  that  I  may  change  my  mind  in  this  case  but  before 
giving  a  positive  answer  I  will  ask  when  it  will  be  convenient  for 
him  and  me  both-.(signed)  U.  S.  G.”  Grant  did  agree  to  sit  and 
the  resulting  portrait,  entitled  The  Peacemakers,  hangs  in  the 
White  House  today.  Further  information  from  a  publication  of 
the  White  House  Historical  Society  is  available  upon  request. 


69  CLAY,  HENRY  (1777-1852)  ($400-500) 

American  politician  and  statesman;  presidential  candidate.  ALS 
“H.  Clay”,  1/2  page,  4to,  Ashland,  April  11,  1839.  To  W.  Peter 
Esq.,  sending  thanks  for  “...the  agreeable  intelligence  of  the 
successful  issue  of  the  late  Elections  in 
Connecticut.. .Considering  the  great  exertions  of  our  opponents, 
and  the  deep  interest  which  they  had  at  stake,  it  is  suprizing 
[sic]  that  your  success  was  so  complete.  I  think  now  that  it  is 
highly  probable  that  the  next  H[ouse]  of  Representatives  will 
open  with  a  majority  of  not  less  than  Forty  against  the 
Administration.

Pray  do  not  believe  that  I  am 
triumphing,  for  there  is  much  to  say  for  the  other  - 1  may  call  it 
the  ethically  utilitarian  attitude.

He  marketed  government 
bonds  financing  the  Civil  War.  January  21,  1864,  the  date  this 
letter  was  written,  was  the  last  day  on  which  the  government’s 
five-twenty  bonds,  which  he  had  done  so  much  to  popularize, 
could  be  sold  to  the  public.  It  is  interesting  to  surmise  the 
frenetic  events  of  that  day  which  led  to  his  writing  this  strongly 
worded  letter.

Interesting  letter  showing  Cornell’s  direct 
involvement  in  the  promotion  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company.

Should  you  be  of 
opinion  that  a  proper  distribution  of  a  few  hundred  dollars  will 
be  advantageous  to  my  interest,  please  to  do  the  needful  and  to 
manage  that  business  with  prudence  and  economy...”  Few 
marginal  fold  splits,  a  small  comer  clipping  at  top  left  and  a 
piece  off  on  the  last  page  not  affecting  any  text  or  Girard’s  dark 
and  bold  signature.

Handsomely  matted  to  show  two  sides  including  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  United  States  which  has  been  affixed  to  the  docketed 
integral  address  leaf.

York  Times,  New  York  City,  May  11,  1916.  To  fellow  author 
Ellis  Parker  Butler,  working  out  an  orderly  plan  for  cooperative 
speaking  commitments.  In  part  the  letter  reads:  “...You 
certainly  are  taking  a  fine  ethical  stand  in  the  matter  of 
separate  engagements,  and  I  appreciate  it.  However  there  is 
this  complication. ..I...  had  an  offer  from  somewhere  in  New 
England  asking  for  me  alone,  and  believing  that  it  was  for  some 
time  before  our  regular  engagement  season,  I  told  him  to  go 
ahead  on  it.  Therefore  I  personally  have  no  right  to  object  to 
your  taking  Buffalo  by  yourself.  Perhaps  it  will  even  matters 
up.. .but  for  us  afterwards  to  make  a  rule  that  we  will  only  take 
engagements  as  a  team. ..Your  statement  of  the  case,  as  to  the 
danger  of  separation  weakening  the  selling  strength  of  the 
combination  as  a  combination,  surely  is  sound...”  Kilmer  closes 
with  a  touch  of  gratitude  to  his  partner  for  helping  him  out  in 
his  Dickens  Fellowship  show.

your  request  on  the  important  and  controverted  subjects  to 
which  it  relates.  I  can  only  therefore  with  this  apology  tender 
my  acknowledgements  for  the  kind  sentiments  you  have 
expressed  and  a  sincere  return  of  my  best  wishes  for  your 
welfare.”  Signed  “James  Madison”.  Although  the  strokes 
reflects  Madison’s  seeming  difficulty,  nonetheless,  the  signature 
is  dark  and  strongly  accomplished.

American  general  considered  to  be  a  military  genius;  known  as 
“Old  Blood  and  Guts”  for  his  impetuousness,  toughness  and 
ruthlessness.  Official  U.  S.  Forces  Envelope  Signed  “G.  S. 
Patton  Jr.”  as  Commander  of  the  Third  Army,  on  top  left 
portion  next  to  his  typewritten  return  address,  5"  x  10", 
addressed  to  The  Honorable  Henry  L.  Stimson,  U.  S.  Secretary 
of  War,  Washington,  D.C.,  postmarked  U.  S.  Army  Postal 
Service,  August  21,  1944.  In  early  August  1944,  Patton’s  Third 
Army  had  trapped  and  demoralized  the  German  Fifth  Panzer 
and  Seventh  Armies  in  Argentan,  north  of  Normandy.  The 
campaign  was  marked  by  boldness  and  ruthlessness  typical  of  a 
Patton  offensive  style.  Patton  and  his  forces  were  in  hot  pursuit 
of  the  Germans  when  the  logistical  machinery  was  unable  to 
bring  forward  supplies,  particularly  gasoline,  swiftly  enough 
thus  bringing  his  offensive  to  a  grounding  halt.  The  content  of 
this  envelope  may  have  been  a  letter  of  complaint  to  Stimson 
about  his  difficulty  in  procuring  supplies.  There  are  few  pencil 
notations,  otherwise  in  fine  condition.  Handsomely  matted  in 
matching  colors  with  a  half-length  field  action  photo  of  Patton 
next  to  a  tank,  a  Third  Army  patch  and  two  stars  indicating  his 
rank  then.

To  an  unidentified 
correspondent,  Pierce  writes:  “I  have  been  trying  cases  and 
your  letter...has  just  been  received  - 1  am  in  the  midst  of  a  trial 
for  the  breach  of  a  promise  of  marriage  -  adjourned  from  the 
Court  house  to  the  largest  meeting  house  which  has  been 
crowded  -  you  will  judge  of  the  intense  interest  of  the  case  - 
Our  Gov  elect  against  me  -  with  witnesses  now  in  my  row  -  I 
have  hardly  been  able  to  skim  over  your  letter  -  and  I  write  to 
say  that  I  will  write  the  first  moment  of  leisure,  such  a 
moment. ..I  have  hardly  found  from  my  professional 
engagements  since  I  came  home....”  Interesting  letter  since 
Pierce  resigned  his  seat  in  the  Senate  barely  two  months  earlier 
supposedly  to  spend  more  time  and  to  attend  to  the  needs  of 
his  growing  family  in  Concord,  NH.  Minor  stain  spot  at  mid 
right,  otherwise  in  fine  condition.

2-48  ALEXANDER  III  (1W5-1894)  (J4IHMJXI) 

Emperor  of  Russia;  instituted  the  forcible  "Russification"  of 
Russia,  persecuted  religious  minorities,  especially  the  Jews,  and 
increased  controls  over  peasantry  which  spurred  the  Marxist 
movement.

imprisonment  -  and  the  joy  I  experienced  at  the  news  of  its 
accomplishment.  I  shall  hasten  therefore  to  congratulate  you  - 
and  be  assured  no  one  can  do  it  with  more  cordiality  -  with 
more  sincerity  -  or  with  greater  affection  -  on  the  restoration  of 
that  liberty  which  every  act  of  your  life  entitles  you  the 
enjoyment  of  /  an...”  Then  the  other  page  reads:  “On  the 
Politics  of  Europe  I  shall  express  no  opinion;  nor  make  any 
enquiry  who  is  right,  or  who  is  wrong.  I  wish  well  to  all  Nations, 
and  to  all  men.  My  politics  are  plain  and  simple.  I  think  every 
Nation  has  a  right  to  establish  that  form  of  government  under 
which  it  conceives.  It  shall  live  most  happy,  provided  it  infracts 
no  Rights  or  is  not  dangerous  to  others.  And  that,  no 
government  ought  to  interfere  with  the  internal  concerns  of 
another,  except  for  the  security  of  what  is  due  themselves.  /  I 
sincerely  hope  that  Madame  La  Fayette  will  accomplish  all  her 
wishes  in  France,  and  return  safe  to  you...I  congratulate  you  on 
the  marriage  of  your  eldest  daughter,  and  hope  to  be  presented 
to  them  both,  &  to  Virginia,  in  the  most  respectful  & 
affectionate  terms.. .In  all  these  things  Mrs.  Washington  (as  the 
rest  of  the  family  would  do,  if  they  were  at  home)  most 
cordially  joins  me;  as  she  does  in  wishing  you  and  them  every 
felicity  this  life  can  afford  and  some  consolation  for  your  long, 
cruel  and  painful  confinement  and  sufferings.”  Uneven  toning, 
small  piece  off  the  bottom  edge  of  the  2nd  page  affecting  a  few 
letters  of  the  last  two  words,  otherwise  in  good  condition.

THE  MANHATTAN  PROJECT 

302  WORLD  WAR  II:  Development  of  the  Atom  Bomb,  1943^46. 

[24]  ($400-600) 

Dr.  Irving  Kaplan  and  Dr.  Francis  Bonner,  outstanding 
American  Scientists  -  working  with  Dr.  Harold  Urey,  renowned 
Nobel  Prize  chemist  were  instrumental  in  developing  the  atom. 
At  the  war’s  end,  they  were  vitally  concerned  with  the  potential 
destructiveness  of  nuclear  power  in  peace-time  if  misused  by 
the  U.S.  or  foreign  countries.  Therefore,  they  organized  a 
group  of  scientists  in  the  New  York  area  called  The  Association 
of  Manhattan  Project  Scientists.  Their  objective  was  to  help 
establish  controls  over  the  future  use  of  the  bomb’s  capabilities 
by  working  closely  with  the  United  Nations  and  influencing 
U.S.  Congressional  action. 

This  lot  contains  the  original  16  pages  of  holographic  notes 
written  by  Bonner  and  Kaplan  during  initial  meetings  of  The 
Association.  They  were  kept  intact  in  the  possession  of  Mildred 
Goldberg,  secretary  to  the  Manhattan  Project,  with  her  personal 
recollection  and  notes  about  the  inside  operation  of  The 
Manhattan  Project  in  the  years  1943-1946.  Her  fascinating  6- 
page  typed  memoirs,  previously  unpublished,  contain 
references  to  Dr.  Urey,  Dr.  Robert  Oppenheimer,  and  Gen. 
Leslie  Groves,  commander  of  the  Manhattan  Engineer  District 
of  the  atom  bomb  project. 

In  their  16-pages  holographic  notes,  signed  by  Dr.  Bonner, 
the  impassioned  feelings  of  Bonner  and  Kaplan  are  freely 
expressed:  “...We  have  seen  in  the  case  of  Hiroshima  and 
Nagasaki  that  one  crude,  pioneering  atomic  bomb  is  sufficient 
to  destroy  a  city  of  medium  size.. .further  development  will 
result  in  bombs  of  vastly  greater  destructive  potential...” 

The  entire  lot  of  24  holograhic  and  typewritten  pages  is 
carefully  preserved  in  a  binder  in  good  to  fine  condition.  A 
photo  includes  four  identified  scientists  in  The  Manhattan 
Project,  including  Bonner  and  Kaplan. 

303  WRIGHT,  FRANK  LLOYD  (1869-1959)  [2]  ($1600-1800) 

Celebrated  American  architect;  among  his  notable  works  is  his 
own  residence,  Taliesin,  at  Spring  Green,  WI,  Guggenheim 
Museum  in  New  York  City,  etc.  Remarkable  ALS  “Frank”,  one 
page,  with  integral  address  leaf,  8vo,  [Chicago,  July  11,  1925]. 
To  his  divorced  wife,  Miriam,  at  the  Auditorium  Hotel, 
Chicago,  Frank  writes  his  estranged  wife:  “Miriam  -  Maginel’s 
husband  has  just  died.  She  is  with  me  for  a  time.  Frances  is 
coming  in  a  few  days.  I  could  hope  that  a  spirit  of  "live  and  let 
live"  might  arrange  a  settlement  between  us  without  more  dirty 
linen  or  emotional  fizzles.  If  you  will  see  me  with  Judge  Hill  to 
talk  matters  over  calmly  - 1  will  do  all  I  can  to  meet  your  needs 
at  present  and  establish  you  comfortably,  so  far  as  I  can,  in 
future  -  You  must  see  that  this  is  the  only  course  open  to  either 
of  us...”  With  the  original  envelope  addressed  in  his  hand  to 
“Miriam  Lloyd  Wright”,  stamped  and  postmarked.  Fascinating 
letter  written  by  Wright  at  the  conclusion  of  his  stormy 
marriage,  showing  his  concern  for  his  ex-wife’s  welfare.  Very 
fine  condition. 

304  YEATS,  WILLIAM  B.  (1865-1939)  ($400-600) 

Irish  poet  and  dramatist;  awarded  the  Nobel  Prize  for 
Literature  in  1923.  TLS  “W.  Yeats”,  one  page,  4to,  Euston 
Road,  n.p.,  June  22,  1904.  To  Miss  Boughton,  noted  American 
photographer,  thanking  her  for  a  photograph,  “...indeed  the 
photographs  which  you  have  done  for  me  and  by  a  lady  in 
Chicago  are  the  only  good  ones  I  have  ever  had.  Your 
photograph  of  my  brother  [Jack  Butler,  writer  &  painter]  is 
extremely  like  him  as  well  as  very  picturesque  and  vivid...” 
Yeats  goes  on  to  mention  his  two  popular  plays  in  prose,  The 
Pot  of  Broth  and  The  Hour  Glass.  Boldly  signed  with  a  closing 
and  a  holograph  correction.  With  the  original  postmarked 
envelope.  Fine. 
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305  YEATS,  WILLIAM  B.  ($300-400) 

ALS  “WBYeats”,  1/2  page,  4to,  ruled  paper,  c/o  Madam  Jours, 
Collville,  July  15,  n.y.  To  Mr.  O’Brien,  Yeats,  who  had  just  lost 
his  secretary,  explains  the  delay  of  his  response  and  writes 
“This  note  is  merely  to  say  that  I  have  written  for  the  recently 
published  English  translation  for  purposes  of  comparison  and 
will  let  you  know  what  I  think  when  it  comes...I  shall  read  your 
play  in  ?  weeks  then  I  write  to  you.”  Fine. 


FREEDOM  OF  THE  PRESS 

306  [ZENGER,  PETER]  HAMILTON,  ANDREW  ($375-425) 

Document  Signed  twice  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  by  Andrew 
Hamilton,  the  Philadelphia  attorney  who  defended  John  Peter 
Zenger,  a  New  York  printer,  acquitted  of  libel  in  1735.  After 
Hamilton’s  success,  the  term  “Philadelphia  Lawyer”  became 
prominent.  On  the  back  of  a  deed  on  vellum  dated  December 
1737,  Hamilton  has  notarized  each  of  the  two  parties  involved 
in  the  sale  of  property  in  Philadelphia,  PA.  Soiled  and  aged, 
otherwise  fine. 

307  ZIEGFELD,  FLORENZ  (1869-1932)  ($600-700) 

American  vaudeville  producer;  founder  of  the  famous  Follies. 
TLS  “Flo”,  one  page,  4to,  on  his  personal  letterhead,  New 
York,  March  17,  1916.  Interesting  letter  to  Charlie  B. 
Dillingham,  Globe  Theatre,  NY,  Ziegfeld  writes:  “If  the  papers 
keep  on,  we  will  be  a  couple  of  office  boys  in  the  minds  of  the 
public  at  the  Century.  After  we  have  signed  the  papers,  we 
must  see  that  the  proper  statement  is  given  out  by  Mr.  Kahn, 
and  our  friends  Hearst,  Logan,  Swope  etc,  will  I  am  sure,  do 
the  right  thing.  The  only  thing  I  care  for  is  the  impression  at 
42nd  Street...Don’t  you  think  it  possible  that  Mr.  Kahn  might 
consent  to  hold  back  Najanski  (sic)  and  Karsivana  (sic)  for  our 
opening  at  the  Century,  if  it  is  not  positively  arranged  that  they 
join  the  Russian  Ballet  on  the  return  date?...”  The  “Mr.  Kahn” 
mentioned  in  this  letter  is  the  American  banker  and 
philanthropist,  Otto  Hermann  Kahn,  owner  of  Century  Theater 
and  considered  one  of  the  greatest  (if  not  the  greatest)  patron 
of  arts  in  U.S.  history.  Fine. 


Victory  in  World  War  I  was  achieved  by  the  heroic  efforts  of  the 
troops  in  the  trenches,  by  the  superhuman  efforts  of  the  fledgling  airforce 
and  by  the  financial  efforts  of  millions  of  Americans  who  generously 
offered  their  savings  for  the  War  effort.  The  Liberty  Loans  were  a  new 
concept  in  America.  The  first  Loan  was  subscribed  to  $3  Billion,  the 
second  one  sold  out  its  $4  Billion  allotment  in  three  weeks.  The  third  and 
fourth  Loans  were  rated  even  better.  The  fifth  or  Victory  Loan  was  begun 
in  1919  and  lasted  scarcely  ten  days,  with  over  $6  Billion  in  pledges.  All 
together  nearly  $22  Billion  was  lent  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  War.  The 
success  of  this  monumental  effort  was  in  a  large  way  attributable  to  the 
poster  message  as  well  as  the  follow  up  by  thousands  of  Boy  Scouts 
recruited  to  knock  on  every  door. 

LIBERTY  LOAN 

308  THIRD  LIBERTY  LOAN  ($350-450) 

Campaign  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  Weapons  for  Liberty.  The 
compelling  juxtaposition  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  draped  in  an 
American  Flag  stands  behind  a  young,  kneeling  Boy  Scout.  The  serious 
expression  of  commitment  to  the  cause  while  holding  the  Sword  of 
Victory  inscribed  with  the  magic  words  Be  Prepared  sets  the  tone  of 
high  drama.  This  Poster  has  the  printed  signature  of  the  artist.  The 
colors  are  primary  and  rich  with  the  gold  of  Liberty’s  shield  and  the 
decoration  on  the  sword  giving  the  Poster  a  very  rich  appearance.  The 
condition  of  this  piece  is  unusually  good. 

FOOD  POSTER 

309  THE  HEBREW  FOOD  POSTER  ($40<M50) 

The  text  is  in  Hebrew  and  is  one  of  a  Wartime  topic  of  series  of 

Posters  in  several  different  languages  on  the  importance  of  conserving 
food.  In  the  background  is  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  such  a  powerful 
symbol  a  this  time,  with  the  lower  Manhattan  skyline  stretched  behind. 
Several  immigrants  are  watching  the  battleship  leave  with  food  supplies 
for  the  troops.  The  colors  are  strong  and  the  condition  is  good  except 
for  some  rough  edges  along  the  right  side.
